Mysterious Envelope of Money 
Found for Which There Is’ 
No Claimant. 

The tidy sum of $225 is going begging 
at the city hall. No one will claim it 
and all whe have bean euestioned about 
it have hastened to say it isn't theirs 
and they don’t want it. 

The money, in an envelope, was found 
in the safe of the Collector of Water 
Rates, last week by George Kropp, as- 
sistant cashier. He has turned it over 
to Circuit Attorney Harvey, who is con- 
ducting a grand jury investigation of 
irregularities in the water rate depart- 
ment. 

Experts who have gone over the de- 
partment’s books have been unable to 
find whence the money came or to 
whom it belongs. 

‘Ferdinand C. J. Sattell, until recently 
cashier in the office, said today that he 
didn’t know where the $225 came from. 
Former Water Rates Collector John B. 
Owen also disclaimed all knowledge of 
the money. The amount does not fit in 
with any transaction in connection with 
the check kiting and I O U traffic now 
being investigated by the grand jury. 

It is known that a laundry company 
which since has gone out of business 
paid $225 water license shortly before 
the exposure of irregularities. Further 
investigation of the books is being mada 
to learn whether this is thé money 
found in the safe.

Mrs. Huntington Wilson was the 

daughter of Thomas James of St. 

James, Mo., which is on the Frisco, 

100 miles west of St. Louis. Ner mar- 

riage to Wilsen took place in 19, 

when he was in the diplomatic service 

in Tokio, Japan. 

Mrs. Wilson was much admired in 
Washington society. She said, in an in- 
terview a few years ago, that she 
liked to tell people’ she was from St. 
James, Mo., because so few knew where 
St. James was, and she was thus able 
to give valuable information. 

Wiison, who was born in Chicago in 
1875, had attained high diplomatic hon- 
ors before he was 30 years old, in Wash- 
ington, in the Orient, in South America 
and on the continent. Mrs. Wilson 
achieved success as a diplomatic host- 
ess, She is beautiful and cultured and 
has a charming personality.

UPON ANCONA LIFEBOATS 


Official Statement Asserts Italian Ship Attempted : 


to Escape After a Warning— Another 


Italian Passenger Steamer Sunk.

BERLIN, Nov. 16, by wireless to Say- 
Ville—That the Italian steamship An- 
cona sought to escape at full speed, 
after a warning shot had been fired 
across her bow and that she hove to 
only after being shelled for some time, 
is the charge the Aistrian-Hungarian 


admiralty makes officially, according to 
the Overseas News Agency. 

The official statement says that the 
submarine commander allowed three- 
quarters of an hour for the passengers 
and crew to take to the boats before 
the vessel was torpedoed, and it is de- 
nied that shots were fired at the life- 
boats, aS some of the survivors had 
charged. 

The statement says: 

“The submarine fired one shot in front 
of the Ancona’s prow, whereupon the 
steamer fled at full speed, in avcord- 
athice with the order issued by the Ital- 
ian authorities which instructs ship com- 
manders to flee or to sink the subma- 
rine. The submarine pursued tho steam- 
er and continued firing, but the vessel 
stopped only after being hit several 
times. 

“The submarine allowed 45 minutes for 
the passengers and crew to abandon the 
steamer, during which confusion reigned, 
but only a small number of boats were 
lowered and these were ocoupied prin- 
cipally by the crew. ! 

“A great number of boats, probably 
sufficient to save all the passengers, re- 
mained unoccupied. 

“After a period of 50 minutes, and as 
another steamer was approaching, the 
submarine submergéd and torpedoed the 
Ancona, which sank after an additional 
45 minutes. : ’ 

“Tf any of the passengers lost their 
lives this was the fault of the crew, be- 
cause the steamer tried to escape after 
it had received orders to stop and then 
the crew saved only themselves and 
not the passenger. 

“Reports published in the foreign 
press that the submarine fired on the 
‘Ancona’s lifeboats are mendacicus in- 
ventions. When the steamer stopped the 
submarine ceased firtng.”’

ANOTHER ITALIAN 
STEAMSHIP SUNK 


Bosnia Torpedoed by Austrian 
Submarine; One Out of Four 
Lifeboats Missing. 

ROME, Nov. 16.+-A submarine fiying 
the Austrian flag has sunk the Italian 
steamship Bosria, 2661 tons. Four life- 
boats were boarded by the passengers 
and crew, but only three of the craft 
have. reached land, so far as is known. 
The fourth is unreported. 

The sinking of the Bosnia following 
closely the destruction of the Ancona 
and the Firenze, has resulted in a de- 
termined agitation for the adaption in 
the Mediterranean of measures similar 
to those which have checked submarine 
activities in the North Sea. 

Careful search is being made for the 
missing boats of the Frienze and Bosnia, 
but there is no longer hope of finding 
additional survivors of the Ancona. 
Latest official reports give the number 
saved as 209, out of a total of 507 aboard

the Ancona. Most of those who perished 
wére steerage passengers as only 57 of 
this Class Were saved, 

Thomas Nelson Page, the American 
Ambassador, reports that he believes 
the following American citizens were on 
the Ancona: 

Dr. Cecile L. Greil, Alexander Pata- 
tivo and his wife and four children, 
Mrs. Francesco Mascolo Lamuta, Pas- 
quale Laurino and Giuseppe Torrisi and 
his wifé. Of these, only Mrs. Greil 
and Torrisi are among the survivors. 

The opinion is expressed here that it 
was the same submarine, proceeding 
from Gibraltar or from the Aegean 
Sea, which first sank the Ancona and 
j then the steamer Firenze. All the ré- 
ports agree that the submarine Was a 
very large one—about 20 feet long. 

The Italian Government has sent an 
official communication to the neutral 
Governments denying that the Ancona 
carried any arms or contraband or per- 
song in belligerents’ military service or 
that theré.werée any circumstances jus- 
tifying such an attack, as a necessity of 
war, 

The note declares that the submarine 
began to. cannonade the Ancona with- 
eb any previous warning or a blank 
‘shot, and fired without respite at the 
wirélé’s . apparatus, the decks, and 
even at thé boats, in which passengers 
were attempting to escape. 

“Many of these,”’ adds the note, “were 
killed or wounded, while many who ap- 
proached the submarine, were driven 
off with jeers. Thus nearly 200 people 
were drowned.’’ 


Sinking of Antonn May Parallel De- 
struction of Falaba. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Secretary 
Lansing has read without comment dis- 
patches purporting to give the official 
version of the Austrian Government of 
the sinking of the Ancona, but until the 
embassies at Rome and Vienna cable 
definite information the American Gov- 
ernment will be tnable to take any 

steps diplomatically. 

From the Austrian statement, as quot- 
ed in press dispatches, it is thought the 
case might develop a parallel to that 
of the British steamer Falaba, torpedoed 
by a German submarine, causing the 
death of Leon C. Thresher, an Ameri- 
can citizen. In that case the vessel was 
warned, but was torpedoed when it was 
believed by the German submarine com. 
mander that the ship had summoned 
help by wireless or was attempting to 
escape. A settlement of it was never 
reached on account of conflicting testi- 
mony of passengers and crews. 

Although the United States has in- 
sisted that vessels carrying noncomba- 
tants be not sunk without warning, no 
case has as yet developed the view of 
the Washington Government as to what 
time is considered ample for the purpose 
beyond the general statement that all 
passengers should be removed to a place 
of safety, as provided in the Declaration 
of London.

TUSKEGEE, Ala., Nov, %.—Funerai 
services for Booker T. Washington, the 
noted negro éducator and founder oi 
Tuskegee Institute, who died here yes- 
terday, will be held at the institute 
Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock, fol- 
lowed by burial in the institute grounds. 
The body will lie in state all day to- 
morrow. 

Thousands of Alabamans, in addition 
to prominent educators and others from 
various parts of the country, are expect-

Messages of condolence reached the 
Washington home here today from 
throughout the country. They came from

While it is officially announced that 
the question of a successor will not be 
considered until after the funeral, the 
names of Emmett J. Scott, confidential 
secretary of Dr. Washington; Warren

Had Hardening of Arteries,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—President 
Wilson today instructed Postmaster- 
General Burleson to reinstate George 
Burkitt, removed as Assistant Postmas- 
ter at Winnetka, Ill., because he criti- 
Gised the President for his engagement 
to be married. The President qualified 
his instructions by telling the Postmas- 
ter-Genera] that Burkitt should be _ re- 
stored to his position if there were no 
other charges against him. 

The Postoffice Department issued a 
gtatement saying Burkitt was charged 
with a series of uffenses, covering 
months. Among them the statement de- 
talled insubordination, inefficiency, too 
much attention to outside affairs, tak- 
ing vacation in excess of his allow- 
ance, improper forwarding of mail and 
unsatisfactory service. 

“His statement with reference to the 
President's engagemient,”’ said the an- 
nouncement, “is simply an _ incident 
which alone would not have been suf- 
ficient ground for his dismissal.” It 
Was announced that Burkitt’s case was 
being further investigated. 

Announcement of this action was 
made today by Secretary Tumulty afte- 
@ brief conference with President Wil- 
gon. It was said unofficially that the 
President entirely disapproved of div- 
charging Burkitt for making the _ re- 
mages accredited to him. 

In published correspondence between 
Burkitt and Postmaster Kloepfer of 
Winnetka, it was stated that Burkitt 
had een given demerits for other things 
than the remarks about the President's 
engagement. That Burkitt denied. The 
President did not go into that feature 
in. his Instructions to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson, but made it clear that 
Burkitt should not be discharged for 
merely expressing the view that a man 
@hould not become engaged within a 
year after the death of his wife. 

It was stated at the White House that 

stmaste neral Burleson haf no 
snowledge of the case before it was 
called to bis attention by publication in 
newspapers, and that the dismissal was 
without the authority or knowledge of 
the President. The discharge of Bur- 
kitt was approved by First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Roper after an - 
‘change of letters with Burkitt. | 

Burkitt protested he had not had an 
opportunity to reply to the charges as 
required by civil service laws. Roper 
informed him that the law had been 
complied with by a letter sent to Bur- 
keitt by the postmaster, notifying him of 
the charge of showing disrespect to the 
President. 

White House officials were annoyei 
by the publicity given to the case and 
it was expected that Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson would act immediately on 
the President’s instruction.

BERLIN, Nov. 15, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—An official report by First Lieut. 
Schopaus of the Thirty-ninth Infantry 
Regiment, was given out as follows to- 
day by the Overseas News Agency: 


“When in charge of the station at Op- 
laden, Lieut. Schophaus conversed with 
british and French prisoners, who were 
being brought in after the battle of 
Loos. A British Lieutenant, a member 
of a London regiment, made statements 
which showed the use to which the aux- 
iiary troops in Kitchener’s army are 
put. 

“During the battle near Loos the 
British started the attack with In- 
dian troops. These troops suffered 
heavily. The British continued to dis- 
charge poisOnous gases and the wound- 
ed Indians, unable to retreat, perished. 
is Was not until some time later that 
the English troops. began their attack. 
When an English officer was asked if 
he did not object to these methods he 
answered: ‘Well, they are only In- 
dians.’ ”’

SUNK, NEWYORK 
RUMOR DECLARES 


Agents Say Big Liner Is Still at 
Liverpool—Another Adriatic 
in Mid-Atlantic. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—There was 4& 
report this morning in maritime circles 
that the steamship Adriatic had been 
sunk, but the report did not state 
whether the steamship: was the big 
passenger ship of the White Star Line, 
the largest liner now in the Atlantic 
service, or was the British steamship 
Adriatic, which left Kymassi, Greece, 
Oct: 13 for Philadelphia and passed Ta- 
rifa, Spain, Oct. 19. 

The White Star liner Adriatic arrived 
in Liverpool Nov. 11 and was not sched- 
uled to leave for New York until Nov. 
2 Later a rep»*rt became current on 
the Maritime Exchange that it was the 
Adriatic of the White Star Line that 
was in trouble. The other steamship 
Adriatic should be about in mid-Atlan- 
tic today. 

Officials of the White Star Line said 
this morning they had no information 
regarding the Adriatic other than shu 
bad arrived safely last Thursday in Liv- 
erpool. They did not credit the report. 
David Lindsay, assistant to Mr. Jef- 
feries, the passenger manager of the 
White Star Line, said he was positive 
the Adriatic was still at Liverpool.

A codicil to the will of Lewis Ly-

The will, dated Aug. 17, bequeathed 
to Mrs. Weber the contents of the 
house at 1518 La Salle street, a life 
interest in the property, and the in- 
come from the residue of the estate 
after the payment of these bequests 
to nieces ani nephews: Lewis A. 
Weber, $1000; Eugene Weber, $400; 
Mrs. Howard Mounday, $100: Mrs. 
Henry Ehlers, $300; Mrs. Charles 
Pennybacker, $100; Josephine Lyman, 
$100. He also willed $100 to the 
American Unitarian Association. 

The codicil, dated July 21, 1915, 
revokes all the provisions of the will 
that relates to Mrs. Weber, and the 
bequests to Eugene Weber and Jose- 
phine Lyman.

Declares Senator Turned Against 
Him When He Refused to Fi- 
nance Presidential Campaign. 


PUBLISHES HIS MEMOIRS 


Wisconsin Capitalist Declares 
Contributions to Party Have 
Exceeded $1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Former Sen- 
ator Isaac Stephenson of Wisconsin, one 
of the biggest lumbermen in the United

States, now 8 years old, has issued a 


+ volume of recollections of his »sublic 


life which contains many interesting 
tales of his relations with Senator 
Robert M. La Follette and of the for- 
mation ef the progressive movement in 
Wisconsin. 

According to Senator Stephenson's 
memoirs, his friendship for La Follette 
cost him more than $500,000, which he 
says he contributed at various times 
to Senator La Follette and his political 
lieutenants for campaign purposes. He 
declares that the Senator wept with joy 
when the Stephenson agent handed the 
first $2500 to him. The lumberman de- 
Clares that his contributions to the Re- 
publication party have exceeded $1,000,- 
000. 

Stephenson points out that La Follette 
turned against him after he had 
declined to put up $250,000 to finance the 
La Follette presidential campaign and 
used his influence to have his colleague 
unseated because the lumber king had 
spent upward of $100,00 in his own 
senatorial campaign. He does not at- 
tempt to connect these two things. 

Stephenson Supplied Funds. 

Stephenson says the campaigns of the 
Progressive Republicans of Wisconsin, 
long supposed to have derived their 
power entirely from the spontaneous 
uprising of the people against th bosses, 
did not differ greatly from other cam- 
paigns. Nor were the Progressive bat- 
tles won by the brilliant leadership of 
“Battling Bob” La Foliette an} more 
than are the battles of the European 
war won by the Generals. In the Wis- 
consin campaign, as in warfare, it seems 
to have been largely 2 question of am- 
munition. 

While Senator La Follette was work- 
ing zealously on the firing line, Isaa- 
Stephenson in the background was keep- 
ing the bases intact and frequen: drafts 
upon his checkbook providing tn: weap- 
ons with which the old order in the Re- 
publican party was overthrown and the 
new established.

KIOTO, Nov. 15.—Last night, alone, 
unseen and unheard, in primitive huts 
of thatch and reed, Emperor Yoshihito 
offered a feast of sacred rice to the 
apirits of his ancestors and to the dei- 
ties of heaven and earth and then him- 
self partook of the sacred food. Many 
Japanese regard this as the culminat- 
ing and chief rite of all since through 
it the Emperor receives the confirma- 
tion of his hereditary right to deifica- 
tion. 

All activities in the empire were sus- 
pended and the day was observed as 
a holy one. The people for the most 
part remained within their houses pray- 
ing. The festival was strictly limited 


to Japanese. 
In Japanese the ceremony is called 


“Daijosai,” which, translated, implies 
“Grand Harvest, or Thanksgiving Fes- 
tival.” The ceremony proper was pre- 
ceded by prayera for the longevity of 
the imperial house, and the sending of 
imperial messengers to each of the 172 
shrines throughout the empire to noti- 
fy the spirits of the imperial ancestors 
that the grand harvest. festival wae 
about to begin. 

Still another preliminary was the of- 
fering of food before the imperial 
sanctuary in the Shunkoden Hall of the 
Kioto Palace. A chanmiberlain and a 
maid of honor represented the Emperor 


fand Emprees in ancient costume. 


Prior, also, to the festival proper Was 
held a ceremonial dedicated .to inviting 
the spirits of the deities of heaven and 
earth to come to their respective shrines 
in the Daijo halls. These two shrines, 
the Yuki dedicated to the deities of 
heaven, and the Suki to those of earth, 
were first purified and then decorated. 
Several hundred military and naval of- 
ficers of distinétion, peers and other 
dignitaries assembled at the waiting 
hall. 

Crown Prince Enters Pavilion. 

Thé Crown Prince, Princes and Prin-. 
cesses of the blood and other members 
of the imperial family entered a pa 
vilion. The Bbperor came in, followed 
by his retinue. The guard of honor, ¢on- 
sisting of picked officers and men from 
the bodyguard troops, were arrayed out- 
sidé the main gates of thé shrines. A 
score of Coronation officiale proceeded 
to the torii or Shinto gates at the four 
sides of the .grounds and took their 
posts as the guard of honor.

To celebrate the occasion, offerings 
were made to all Shinto shrines 
throughout the empire and dependencies 
where the occasion was observ: ith 
festivities. 

The Daijo Halls. which consist« 
two principal halls and several anne>.. 
resembled huts in their rustic simp): 
ity. The chief halls, containing two 
shrines, were built in the southern gar- 
den of the Shishiiden Hall, and were 
inclosed by a brushwood fence the Yuki

When the music was ended the Crown 
Prince, Princes and Princesses of the 
blood and other members of the im- 
perial family offered worship to the 
deities of heaven enshrined at the Yuk: 
shrine. 


When the Crown Prince, Princes of 
the blood and other male members of 
the imperial family had entered the 
Yuki hall there came a procession of 
ritualists and maids of honor carrying 
the sacred food offerings which had 
been prepared in the cooking hall. The 
maids each carried a wicker basket con- 
taining food offerings and utensils. 


Five eight-legged tables bearing sake 
cups, sacred sake wine, soup, boiled rice 
and all the food to be tasted by the 
Emperor were then brought in by rituai- 
ists. These preparations completed, a 
ritualist beat wooden clappers to-an- 
nounce the commencement of the holy 
ceremony of the Emperor offering food 
to the deities. To the strains of the 
kagura music the Emperor left his seat 
in the outer room and, proceeding to the 
inner foom, seated himself on the 
throne, facing the seat of the deities. 

Again. purifying himself by washing 
his hands, the Hmperor alone and un- 
seen offered the sacred riée meal, sa- 
cred sake wine and other food to the 
spirits of the deities. No other person 
was permitted to enter the precincts of 
this “holy of holies.”” Later the Emper- 
or worshiped before the altar, bowing 
in* profound. reverence, and then read 
a prayer. Then he himself -artook of 
the sacred feast. 

Eventually the sacred offerings were 
taken away by a maid of honor and es- 
corted back to the cooking hall by the 
ritualists and maids of honor in pro- 
céssion. The Emperor, again washing 
his hands with the help of a maid of 
honor, retired from the shrine and left 
the hall, followed by the retinue. The 
ceremony, begun at dusk and lasted un* 
til just Before midnight. | 

About one hour after the ceremony at 
the Yuki shrine a similar ceremony was 
performed at the Suki shrine when the 
Emperor personally offered the sacred 
rice, sake wine and other food before 
the spirits of the deities of earth.

Croak's Sults 


: 
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On a stand were placed sacred shoes 
of pure gold brocade and bedding with 
sacred clothes thereon made of pure 
raw silk thread. On small é¢ight-legged 
tables were bamboo baskets containing 
the sacred vestments of silk and cotten. 
Ritualists then proceeded to the two 
Shrines of Heaven and Earth and pre- 
pared the seats for the reception of the 
respective groups of spirits. The seats 
were arfanged on the top of an elevated 
throne in the innermost section of the 
shrines, each being covered with a smali 
matting bordered with pure white hemp 
cloth. 

Now twilight had come and sacred 
lamps, one of White, the other of blac’, 
were lighted at the cornéfs of tho 
shrines, while a sacred bonfire biazed 
at the southern gate. Advancing slow- 
ly, the Emperor, attended by his suite, 
made, his entry into the “hall of bath- 
ing.”’ Courtiers carrying lighted torches 
led the procession. 


Bath of Purification. 


The BHmperor retired and took a bath 
of pur...cation, Wearing a Latuing vest- 
mant of hemp. He was then garbed 
in a verémonial costume of pufe while 
silk without figure or design. Again 
purifying his hands, he took a baton 
from a chamberlain, and gave the sig- 
nal for tne procession to the Yuai 
shrine, to which the heavenly deities 
had been previously summoned. 

Meantime the Japanese dignitaries 
who had assembled in the waiting i.all 
were escorted to a pavilion. As they 
moved forward, strains of music arose 
from the imperial cooding hall. 

This waa the ancient song of the 
rice hullers played by court musicians 
on flutes, bells and drums. The sacred 
rice was being hulled, cléansed and 
bolled by the ritualists. Besides the 
rice, other food was being préepared— 
caces, ear-shell sjup, sea-weed soup, 
sacred cake and other things. 

This preparation over, ritualists pro- 
eeeded to the two shrines carrying f00a 
offerings from the Yuki and Suki dis- 
tricts, comsisting of dried sea-slug, 
dried cuttle-fish, salmion, ear-shell, 
edible eea-weed, chestguts, dried persim- 
mons, pears, bean ric® cakes and saxe. 
They also carried a stick of white 
wood, @ jug, a knife-box, a towel-box, 
a chopstick-box and sake. cups of un- 
glazed earthen ware. 

Then the chief ritualist proceeded to 
the Yuki shrine and offered a Shinto 
prayer before the altar, anhouncing to 
the spirits of the deities of heaven that 
the Emperor would pérsonally offer the 
sacred food. 

The Emperor, in Shinto ceremonial 
costume, came into the Yuki shrine from 
the bathing hall through a corridor cov- 
ered with pure cotton cloth and reed 
matting. The mattings were spread by 
the ritualists after he had trod upon 
them. Thus no memver of the retinue 
was permitted to touch them with his 
feet. At the head of the imperial pro-

PULITZER SCHOOL 
UF JOURNALISM AN 
ENTIRE SUCCESS 


President Butler of Columbia 
University Reports on Three 
Years’ Operation. 


PLAN FOR GIVING PRICES 


Dr. Butler Now Expects That 
Principal of $1,000,000 Will 
Be Turned Over. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau.of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Since the open- 
ing of the Pulitzer School of Journal- 
ism, which was founded three years ago 
at Columbia University, by the late Jo- 
seph Pulitzer, it has been in entirely 
successful operation and takes its place 
as the leading schoo) of journalism in 
the country, according to Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, presidcnt of the uni- 
versity, in his report given out today. 
He adds that the success of the school 
is a matter of common knowledge. — 
In view of these facts, Dr. Butler 
states that it is to he assumed that the 
executors o* the will of Mr. Pulitzer 
will now feel warranted, under the 
terms of the testament, to turn over to 
the school the whole principal set apart 


to the $1,000,000 turned over to Colum- 
bia University by Mr. Pulitzer. The 
establishment of a system of prizes and 
scholarships will soon be completed, 
thus fulfilling all of the standards for 
the school set by Mr. Pulitzer before 
the principal left by him was to he 
paid over, 
Graduates in Good Positions, 

Many graduates'of the school are 
holding responsible positions on the 
staffs of New York dailies. Other grad- 
uates have gone out from New VYork to 
nll editorial positions. The iIngh qual- 
ity of scholarship demanded by Dr. Tal- 
cott Williams, director of the schcol, 
and his staff of professors, some of 
whom are editors of large dailes, also 
attests the success of the school. 

In discussing the School of Journal- 
ism, Dr. Butler says: 

‘“‘By the provisions of the will of the 
late Joseph Pulitzer, it was provided 
that, ‘if, at any time within seven years 
after my death, my executors, then act- 
ing and qualified, shall be satisfied 
that, for three years, the School of 
Journalism has been, and then is, in 
successful operation, and, if, at or be- 
fore that time, a plan .or the award- 
ing prizes or scholarships, contemplated 
oy said -agreement, shall have been 
agreed upon and adopted they shall 
pay the whole principal ($1,000,000) to Co. 
lumbia University.’ 

“The three-year period now fias been 
completed, an: it is a matter of com, 
mon knowledge, which the University 
has supplementec +; a marshaling of 
the specific evidence, that the Schoo) 
of Journalism has been, and now-is, in 
successful operation. A plan for the 
award of the prizes and traveling schol- 
arships to be established under the 
terms of Mr. Pulitzer’s will was ap- 
proved by the advisory board of the 
school of journalism on May 2, 1915, 

‘This plan was agreed to by the trus- 
tees of the university of June 7, 1915, 
and was tentatively approved by the 
executors and trustees of Mr. Pulitzer’s 
estate on June 10 following. It may, 
therefore, be assumed that, as soon as 
the. necessary formalities can be com- 
plied with, the additional sum of $1,- 
000,000 will be paid to thé university and 
the plans of Mr. Pulitzer will go fully 
into operation. 


Some Changes Suggested. 
“The three years’ experienca which 


has already been had suggests some 
changes of policy, not very great o* 
very important, which will undoubtedly 
increase the effectiveness of the School 
of Journalism and make its relation to 
the rest of the university more definite 
and more helpful than at present. It 
has already been demonstrated that, for 
the training of such journalists as Mr. 
Pulitzer contemplated when making his 
benefaction, more time is required than 
was supposed at the outset and greater 
concentration of energy and of pur- 
pose. 

‘“‘T> make this possible, it will be de- 
sirable so to restate the conditions of

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THE OLD TRAILS ROAD. ‘ 

E. E. Peake of Kansas City told.the Good 
Roads Committee of the Business Men’s League 
that $15,000,000 has been spent in Missouri since 
1912’ for “dragging” dirt roads, without any’ “@ 
preciable improvement in the general —_ site 
tion of the State. 

Our system of epprenticttnn for wok roads 
must, of course, be changed. Devoted to somé, few 
specific projects, this $15,000,000, wasted on' work 
spread over too much territory, and therefore.an 
unconsequential work, might have. completéd sev- 
eral hundred miles of splendid permanent. road- 
way connécting important cénters. 

Appropriations for roads which will be built: for 
all time and which, accordingly, will be. expen- 
sive, cannot be spent in any one yéar.in as many 
communities as appropriations for “dragged” 
roads. But roads built for all-time are.-worth 
waiting for, and under a properly balanced; well- 
matured scheme of State road building all im- 
portant communities would be - wees in due 
time. 

Instead of being scattered, effort for good roads 
must be centralized. It must proceed with defi- 
nite objectives in view. Unless this is done, we 
will be taxing ourselves heavily for good roads 
without getting the good roads. 

At present the finest opportunity for concen- 
trated effort, and one that can be utilized with- 
out awaiting changes in existing law, is found in 
the St. Louis-Kansas City link of the Old Trails 
route to the West. 

Of this link, 303 miles long, about one-third is 
now rock-surfaced. Plans for.rock-surfacing the 
remaining two-thirds will have the co-operation 
of the Business Men’s League. Each of the coun- 
ties in which the road is uncompleted will raise 
an equitable sum, and the rest neéded, estimated 
at about $150,000, will be supplied by St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

The local needs which urge the execution of 
this project before another season are reinforced 
by other needs. The great Lincoln Highway, al- 
ready a thronged thoroughfare during the present

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THE RAILROAD RATE INCREASES. 

The significance of the action of the State Pub- 
lie Service Commission in granting increases of 
freight and passenger rates to the railroads lies 
in the Commission’s recognition of its power and 
duty to regulate rates upward as well as downward 
when conditions justify it. 

The Post-Dispatch has insisted upon the princi- 
ple of fair dealing in regulation; that the exer- 
cise of this power to regulate carries with it the 
duty to increase rates when rates are too low for 
i profitable operation as well as to reduce them 
when they are excessive... We strove: vigorously 
to induce the Commission to use its power in be- 
half of the railroads when the Legislature failed 
to relieve them. 

Another duty the regulative power imposes upon 
the Commission charged with its exercise: That is 
to act promptly when necessity arises for action. 
When increases were sought by the railroads in 
accord with the Supreme Court’s decision affirm- 
ing the power of the Commission, times were 
hard; business was bad; traffic was lacking. The 
railrodds needed relief more than they do now. 
Since then several leading Missouri railroads have 
gone into the hands of receivers. 

In respect of time consumed in determining 
what increases to grant the State Commission has 
been nearly as derelict as the Interstate Commerce 
}Commission was in dealing with the trunk lines. 
Promptness in regulative action is an essential 
part of justice. : 

_ Passenger rates are increased from 2 cents to 
2% and 3 for one-way fares with reductions for 
return fares and mileage tickets. It is estimated 
that the increase of freight rates averages about 
5 per cent. . 

Railroad managers say the increases are not suf- 
ficient. This is yet to be demonstrated. Condi- 
tions are different from those prevailing when the 
increases were asked. Business has révived and 
traffic is beginning to tax railroad capacity. The 
roads which complained that sufficient increases 
to relieve their distress were not granted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission are now thriv- 
ing. The State Commission has made a good be- 
ginning. Trial may prove that it has done enough 
for the roads. If not, the rates should be cor- 
rected promptly.

As amended, the bread wrapping bill ought to 
pass without opposition and receive the Mayor’s 
sanction. The objectionable features of the_orig- 
inal bill have been eliminated. 

The bill, in its new form, has for its chief 

object to insure the consunrer that every loaf 
‘of bread is protected from dust, dirt and dis- 
ease germs on its way from the bakery to the 
retailer and thence to.the purchaser. 
- Bread must be handled. The utmost we can 
do is to make the handling sanitary as far as 
possible. And the chief danger lies in that 
handling which the loaves get in transit, on the 
streets, by men who are not bakers, but who 
must take care of their horses and themselves, 
with possible infection of the bread. they handle. 
Under the new law, if passed, no bread will go 
through the streets without being thoroughly 
wrapped. It will be practically germ proof. 

The small baker, who sells his product direct 
from the oven over the. countér, and who in any 
case would wrap it on delivery, is exempted 
from the clause of the bill. which provides for 
that stylé of-wrappihg which would compel him 
to buy an expensive machine. This, with the 
new provisions ' regarding pastry, makes the bill 
unobjectionable. to the producers. And, this be- 
ing the case, the health of the city demands its 
passage and enforcement..,
